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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-31 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art or record fails to teach, a mobile communication device and method in a 

mobile communication network, wherein synchronization is achieved between said mobile 
communication device and two other devices allowing messages to be communicated between 
the two other devices or between said communication device and one or the other of the first and 
second communication devices, by synchronizing a first communication technology to a first 
communication frequency and a second communication technology to a second communication 
frequency, and, in some embodiments, an agreed upon synchronization period, thus allowing the 
two other devices to communicate using the first and second frequencies and technologies. 

In prior office actions several references where cited that agree upon frequency, 
technology, and synchronization period. However said references failed to teach that a first and 
second agreed upon frequency, technology, and a synchronization period between a first device 
and two other devices is established such that the two other devices can exchange messages with 
the agreements. 

Newly discovered reference Fredriksson et al. (US 2004/0023678 Al) is an exemplary 
reference that shows the state of the art and that most closely resembles the applicant's invention. 
Fredriksson is discussing a synchronization system wherein mobile devices or devices in an ad- 
hoc network agree upon a frequency, protocol, and a synchronization time, when a new device 
enters and area. Therefore, Fredriksson discloses an agreed upon technology, frequency, and 
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synchronization period. However Fredriksson does not teach that a first and second agreed upon 
frequency, technology, and a synchronization period between a first device and two other 
devices such that the two other devices can exchange messages with the agreements.
